Harrisburg, Pa., Aug. 29.— 
Governor Pinchot today drew a 
peace plan which he hopes will 
be accepted by both miners and 
operators, 
and 
thus 
avoid 
a 
strike in 
the anthracite coal 
fields. 
Before m idnight it will he deliver­ 
ed to the deadlocked miners and op­ 
erators who will accept and maintain 
work in the mines, or reject it and 
precipitate a strike next Friday mid ­ 
night. 
The plan embodies a demand for 
concessions from both parties, it was 
learned. 
While no a uthoritative knowledge 
of its contents has been obtained, 
the United Press was reliably inform ­ 
ed th at the following methods were 
favored recently by the governor: 
1. 
The establishment of a half­ 
way checkoff, one th a t will protect 
operators again st recognition of the 
union, but because of its phraseology i 
will yet enable them to collect dues 
from the miners on pay day. 
2. 
A wage increase for the m in ­ 
ers, perhaps as high as IO per cent. 
S. 
Establishm ent of the 8-hour 
day. 
If these three steps are u naccept­ 
able to both parties, the governor has 
been advised to ask th em to declare 
a 30-days truce and m aintain m in ­ 
ing operations, and a new effort will 
be made to thresh out the difficulties. 
It was learned also th a t Pinchot 
expects to work out a practical plan 
for seizure and operation 
of 
the 
mines. 
A group of advisors has presented 
to him a st heme by which he can 
carry out his threat th a t the '‘mines 
must and will be operated."

American Bar association, today 
opened the annual meeting of 
the association at the auditorium 
here.

from 1,509 lo 2,000 members of the 
association, who have been arriving 
in Minneapolis for the past 
week 
from all sections of the country. The 
g ath erin g was representative of the 
hest brains of the legal and judicial 
profession. 


"A ny attem p t to destroy or limit 
the powers of the Supreme Court to 
adjudicate upon the constitutionality 
of legislation," the former am bassa­ 
dor to Great Britain said, 
"is 
a 
stroke not merely at our belief in 
the separation of the judicial 
and 
legislative powers, but an uttack u p ­ 
on the constitution as the law of the 
land. 
"August as are the functions 
of 
the court, its purpose Is the securing 
of Justice to the 
individual 
liti­ 
gants. 
"Most of the discussion In the pa­ 
pers has been caused by the publi­ 
cation of dissenting opinions which 
serve to fan the flame of public dis­ 
tress. 
" W h en such proposals are reduced 
to th e simplest terms 
they

naked and undisguised as an attack 
upon our theory of government u n ­ 
der a written constitution.

29.— Leaders 
of New York’s famous Rungs 
were placed under police surveil­ 
lance today in an effort to avert 
resumption of gang warfare on 
a large acale, following the mur­ 
der of “Kid” Dropper in front of 
the Essex Market court yester­ 
day. 
The shooting of Dropper came af 
tor a series of minor clashes, extend­ 
ing over a month and involving the 
notorious "H udson Dusters" as well 
as the "D ropper Cowboy" gangs. 
Dropper's real name was Nathan 
Kapl.e 
He gained his underworld 
title* through his ability to always 
drop the oth er man first, and at the 
same time Witt know n as "Jack, the 
Dropper." 
He Marted life aa a clerk in Wall 
street, and surrounded himself with 
his gung of Dropper’* Cowboys." 
They were- for hire. 
Parsons hav­ 
ing grudges to satisfy could 
hire 
them to commit murder, and they 
frequently became bandits and burg 
tars. 
N aturally this gang clashed with 
the older organization of "Hudson 
Dusters." and there were frequent 
shooting affrays with each other. 
IjOUis Cohen, lintier sized laundry 
worker, who killed the "D ropper" by 
firing through the rear window of a 
taxicab in which his victim sat with 
a police guard, 
declares 
be 
shot 
merely to satisfy a personal grlev 
ante, but it la an unw ritten law that 
the truth must never be told to the 
police*. 
If Cohen were an agent of 
the "Hudson Dusters" or any other 
gang he would not admit it. 
"Dropper's Cowboys" are now on 
the warpath. 
They are se e k in g to 
obtain re venge* for the shooting of 
their leader upon Cohen aud his as­ 
s o c ia tes , 
T here Is also danger 
of 
the "D ropper’s Cowboys" 
splitting 
up into several organizations in the 
struggle to see who wiil succeed the 
"Droppe r" as gang leader. 
During the month of August many 
men were- targets for g u n m e n ’s bul­ 
lets as the gang feud grew in Inten­ 
sity.

Before midnight It will be deliver­ 
ed to the deadlocked miners and op­ 
erators who will accept and maintain 
work in the mines, or reject it and 
precipitate a strike next Friday mid­ 
night. 
The plan embodies a demand for 
concessions from both parties, it was 
learned. 
While no a uthoritative knowledge 
of its contents has been obtained, 
the United Press was reliably inform­ 
ed th a t the following methods were 
favored recently by the governor: 
I. 
The establishment of a half­ 
way checkoff, one th a t will protect 
operators against recognition of the 
union, but because of its phraseology 
will yet enable them to collect dues 
from the miners on pay day. 
2„ A wage increase for the m in­ 
ers, perhaps as high as IO per cent. 
3. 
Establishm ent of the 8-hour 
day. 
If these three steps are unaccept­ 
able to both parties, the governor has 
been advised to ask them to declare 
a 30-days truce and maintain m in­ 
ing operations, and a new effort will 
he made to thresh out the difficulties. 
It was learned also th at Pinchot 
expects to work out a practical plan 
for seizure and operation 
of 
the 
mines. 
A group of advisors has presented 
to him a scheme by which he can 
carry out his threa t tha t the “ mines 
must and will be operated.’’ 
It was pointed out th a t lf the 
miners accept and the operators re­ 
fuse this proffer of peace the gover­ 
nor may seize min ing property and 
appeal to the miners to work with 
him to save the public.

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THE PROGRAM OF THE UNITED STATEN CHAMBER OE COMMERCE 


P r e s i d e n t C o o lid g e has received the recommendations of 
the United States Chamber of Commerce which express its opinion 
on most of the im portant m atters that demand consideration by 
the adm inistration. 
The recommendations are interesting because a comparison 
of them shows an inconsistency that rnitfht be expected in re c o m ­ 
mendations made by this body. 
In dealing with the economic 
disaster in Europe the statement says: “ It seems manifest that 
the lack of a just and lasting settlement in Europe reflects into 
many of our domestic problems,” and, following upon this, the 
expected announcement is made thai business, as represented by 
this body, “ would welcome the opportunity of the United States 
either officially or unofficially to be helpful in the settlement of 
these European problems and with the least possible delay.” 
The United States Chamber of Commerce would have the ad­ 
ministration help Europe to economic adjustm ent because E urope’s 
condition “reflects into many of our own domestic problems.” 
It 
would have the United States enter an international court to tak< 
its place with the other nations of the world, it favors a ship 
subsidy, it recommends an increase in the quota of im migrants to 
be admitted, but it “ is against the cash bonus and the equivalent 
certificate plan for uninjured veterans.” 
The United States Chamber of Commerce would help Europe 
because conditions in Europe affect business, it would help tilt 
shipping interests, it would assist industrialists by increasing the 
immigration quota, but it will not support the legitimate claims 
of the men who fought for their country in the World war. 
Incidentally, helping Europe may help the ex-service men by 
keeping them employed, but the men who served with the Am er­ 
ican forces are more entitled to a bonus than the shipping interests 
whose members, if. reports are true, were ready to feather their 
nests at the expense of the government while their fellow-citizens 
were facing German shells. 
Nor will the increase in the quota 
of immigrants help the uninjured veterans to provide for them­ 
selves. 
It will help the industrialists reduce the wages of men 
who served their country in a time of need. 
There are persons who oppose the bonus on high grounds, 
but the opposition of the United States Chamber of Commerce, 
in the light of its other recommendations, is so clearly a m atter 
of selfish A d v a n ta g e to its membership that the public at large 
will be unimpressed by its opposition or will be so thoroughly im­ 
pressed by the underlying motive that its sentiment will be di­ 
verted to the claims of the men who saw service. 
Service men are likely to fear the advocacy of the World 
c o u rtly a body that puts economic advantage before appreciation 
of national service. 
They are likely to ponder over the motive of 
this body in supporting an international court, when they have 
seen it put a ship subsidy into its program and leave a veterans' 
bonus out.

CONSTITUTION WEEK 


T he citizenship committee of the American Bur association, 
which was appointed at the annual meeting of the association last 
year, to work out “a plan of strong public emphasis on the national 
forces of law and order and justice,” has outlined a program for 
Constitution Week, September IO to 22. 
The American Bar association has done well by giving con­ 
sideration to the m atter of emphasizing the fundamentals of 
Americanism. 
Its committee on citizenship has offered a pro­ 
gram for Constitution Week which will direct the attention of the 
people to those fundamentals, and the best interests of the nation 
will be served through attending to the strong foundations upon 
which this republic is builded. 
During Constitution Week the thoughts of the public will be 
directed to the setting and Aspiration of the .Constitution, the 
watchwords of the Constitution, what the Constitution has meant 
to the American people, the services of John Marshall in making 
the Constitution the supreme law of the land, the present dan­ 
gers to the free institutions established by our Constitution and 
the necessity of upholding the Constitution in daily life and ac-J* 
tivities. 
On the^ first day of Constitution Week the ministers of the 
churches will be asked to preach a sermon on the first amend­ 
ment to the Constitution, and the text suggested for the sermon 
is “Remove not the ancient landmark, which thy fathers have set.” 
The text is a challenging one and itself suggests the value of those 
foundations that were laid by those who went before. 
Constitution Week will serve a useful purpose by directing 
attention to the provisions ol the C onstitution. 
It may give pause 
to extremists who would depart from its principles. 
The reac­ 
tionaries, on the one hand, who define liberty in term s of con­ 
formity to their belated social and political creed, and the radicals 
vyho define liberty in terms of license, may be brought to see that 
liberty is defined in the Constitution of the United States. 
Both 
of these, the reactionary who would go back to an order existing 
before the provisions of the Constitution overthrew it. and the 
radical, who would go forward from its provisions, brushing 
these aside as he looks to some distant goal, may find that the 
Constitution itself has in it the elements of strength that make

NORTHERN PACIFIC INVITES COOPERATION 


I n a statem ent sent to employees of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, J. M. Rapelje, vice president of the railroad, invites the 
cooperation of the patrons and asks employees to encourage this 
cooperation on the part of those who are served by the road. 
It is probable that the publication of this letter will do much 
to smooth over some of the grudges that patrons have encouraged 
towards the railroad that serves them. 
There have been reasons 
for resentment and the management of the railroads would be 
the first to admit this: High freight and passenger rates and the 
failure of the roads to supply equipment to carry produce when 
the loads to be carried had reached their peak have constituted 
grounds for annoyance, but the management of the railroads have 
attem pted to convince the public that they have been unable to 
prevent these. 
The exigencies of the war and the terrible strain 
placed upon roadbeds and equipment, which was followed by a 
slump in which the roads did not appeal strongly to investors, 
who could secure advantage as holder of tax exempt securities, 
these and other things made it next to impossible for the rail­ 
roads to give the service which they wished to give their patrons. 
The management knew that service alone will bring profit to the 
roads, and that unless they serve and serve satisfactorily they 
cannot expect to build up larger incomes and by these improve 
and extend the service, looking to better days. 
Mr. Rapelje’s letter will lead the public to consider its op­ 
portunity of cooperating with the railroads for the purpose of 
promoting the service. 
Laying the cards on the table and in­ 
form ing the public of the efforts the Northern Pacific has made 
to improve the roadbed, to extend safety facilities, to secure new 
equipment, including locomotives and cars, and to repair damaged 
and worn rolling stock, will doubtless lead to a more kindly atti­ 
tude on the part of patrons of the road. 
The fact that the railroad has advised the public that the 
road cannot serve efficiently, unless patrons assist the officials o 
the road by using cars in an efficient manner and avoiding unnec­ 
essary delays, will bring about a more considerate attitude to the 
railroad and will win tht* cooperation of all those who see that 
only by cooperation will their own best interests be served. Those 
who attem pt to defeat the* railroad by hindering the most speedy 
operation of the roatl are working to their own disadvantage. 
Everybody helps to pay transportation costs, and any unnecessary 
increase in these caused by failure to cooperate with the railroad, 
is sim ply adding to the cost the consumer pays. 
There is another good thing in this communication. 
The 
vice president of the Northern Pacific railroad concedes that the 
employees of the road are able to influence the patrons of the 
road and to win their cooperation. 
By uniting the interests of 
these two, employees and patrons, Mr. Rapelje completes the1 cir 
cle which includes the railroad itself, its employees and the pa 
trons. 
Unless these work cooperatively and seek to assist each 
other the interests of all suffer. 
If patrons seek to take it out on 
the road by hindering and blocking service they pay for it, and 
all three suffer; If lal>or does not cooperate with the road and its 
patrons, labor in time w ill suffer, and if the railroad takes an ar­ 
bitrary attitude to labor and the public the railroad will feel the 
effect of the hostility of these. 
Mr. Rapelje’s letter will do much to promote good relations 
between the railroad, its employees and its patrons.

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NORTHERN PACIFIC INVITES COOPERATION 


In a statement sent to employees of the Northern Pacific 
railroad, J. M. Rapelje, vice president of the railroad, invites the 
cooperation of the patrons and asks employees to encourage this 
cooperation on the part of those who are served by the road. 
It is probable that the publication of this letter will do much 
to smooth over some of the grudges that patrons have encouraged 
towards the railroad that serves them. There have been reasons 
for resentment and the management of the railroads would be 
the first to admit this: High freight arid passenger rates and the 
failure of the roads to supply equipment to carry produce when 
the loads to be carried had reached their peak have constituted 
grounds for annoyance, but the management of the railroads have 
attempted to convince the public that they have been unable to 
prevent these. The exigencies of the war and the terrible strain 
placed upon roadbeds and equipment, which was followed by 
slump in which the roads did not appeal strongly to investors, 
who could secure advantage as holder of tax exempt securities, 
these and other things made it next to impossible for the rail­ 
roads to give the service which they wished to give their patrons. 
The management knew that service alone will bring profit to the 
roads, and that unless they serve and serve satisfactorily they 
cannot expect to build up larger incomes and by these improve 
and extend the service, looking to better days. 
Mr. Rapelje’s letter will lead the public to consider its op­ 
portunity of cooperating with the railroads for the purpose of 
promoting the service. 
Laying the cards on the table and in­ 
forming the public of the efforts the Northern Pacific has made 
to improve the roadbed, to extend safety facilities, to secure new 
equipment, including locomotives and cars, and to repair damaged 
and worn rolling stock, will doubtless lead to a more kindly atti­ 
tude on the part of patrons of the road. 
The fact that the railroad has advised the public that the 
road cannot serve efficiently, unless patrons assist the officials of 
the road by using cars in an efficient manner and avoiding unnec­ 
essary delays, will bring about a more considerate attitude to the 
railroad and will win the cooperation of all those who see that 
only by cooperation will their own hest interests be served. Those 
who attempt to defeat the railroad by hindering the most speedy 
operation of the road are working to their own disadvantage. 
Everybody helps to pay transportation costs, and any unnecessary 
increase in these caused by failure to cooperate with the railroad, 
is simply adding to the cost the consumer pays. 
There is another good thing in this communication. 
The 
vice president of the Northern Pacific railroad concedes that the 
employees of the road are able to influence the patrons of the 
road and to win their cooperation. 
By uniting the interests of 
these two, employees and patrons, Mr. Rapelje completes the cir­ 
cle which includes the railroad itself, its employees and the pa­ 
trons. 
Unless these work cooperatively and- seek to assist each 
other the interests of all suffer. If patrons seek to take it out on 
the road by hindering and blocking service they pay for it, and 
all three suffer; if labor does not cooperate with the road and its 
patrons, labor in time will suffer, and if the railroad takes an ar­ 
bitrary attitude to labor and the public the railroad will feel the 
effect of the hostility of these. 
Mr. Rapelje’s letter will do much to promote good relations 
between the railroad, its employees and its patrons.
